And this final passage, Page 482: 


"Diidorov's pious platitudes were in the spirit of Ihe 


limes. Bui it was precisely their conformism, their transparent 
sanctimoniousness, that exasperated Yurii Andreicvieh. Men 
who arc not free, he thought, always idealize their bondage, 
So it was in the Middle Ages, and later the Jesuits exploited 
this human trait, Zhivago could not bear the political mysticism 
of thc Soviet intelligentsia, though it was Ihc very thing they 
regarded as their, highest achievement." 


Essentially "Dr. Zhivago" is the decla'rqtion 


of man's right to have a private world of his own 
apart from the world of politics and protected from 
the clutching hand of government — any govern- 
ment, Pasternak's words are for Russians but his 
meaning is for men of all nations. 


Now you cqn understand why Comrade 


Khrushchev wrecked the Summit Conference. He 
had gone beyond the understanding of the world 
revolutionaries -in Moscow — . and he wrecked the 
Conference as the only wqy to get bqck in the graces 
of the boys bqgk home. 


Boris Pasternak is gone, but his book holds 


hope for the people with whom he lived and about 
whom he wrote. For Pasternak was a Russian and
